! by the bullets of the other’s machine 
that both were compelled to descend. 
Three other French aeroplanes were 
so seriously damaged that they were 
1 forced to land in enemy territory. 
The official announcement of the 
aerial batttle given out in Berlin says 
that the occupants of all four French 
machines which descended wrere dead. 
The

that 
seven inhabitants were killed and thir­ 
teen injured at 
Mulhausen by the 
bombs dropped by the French ma­ 
chines and that ono soldier was killed 
at Habscheim, 
Another raid of smaller proportions 
was made by the French about the 
same time on Metz, Chateau-Salins, 
to the southeast of Metz, and Dieuze, 
just east of Chateau Salinas. 
The 
targets in this raid, in which five 
doubled motored aeroplanes took part, 
were 
ammunition depots near Chateau Sa­ 
linas and the aerodrome at Dieuze. 
Twenty large shells were dropped on 
the station at Metz and ten more were 
divided between the other two objec­ 
tives. 
The bombs of the raiders in­ 
jured three civilians at Metz, accord­ 
ing to the German official statement. 
German aviators also executed two 
raids on French railway works, the 
first on the Clermont Verdun line and 
the second on the line from Epinal to 
Vesoul, and also bombarded the region 
to the south of Dijon. 
A German aeroplane reconnoitering 
in the Verdun region was brought 
down by a French machine near Mont 
Seville, the German machine landing 
within the French lines.

Liable to Arrest. 
The official army telegraph lines are 
open to correspondents for the sending 
of dispatches when not occupied with 
official dispatches, but the dispatches 
will be sent In the order filed, and the 
censor shall say how many words may 
be sent. Within the censor’s discretion 
correspondents may send messengers 
to carry censored dispatches to better 
wire facilities than those at the imme­ 
diate front. 
Correspomlents are required to dress 
in the same olive drab uniform worn 
by the army, but each wears a white 
brassard'on his arm marked with a C 
to designate tiW calling. 
No corre­ 
spondent can leave the army to which 
he is attached, t it her to go home or 
any other place, without the consent 
of the war department. 
Correspondents can be suspended for 
distortion of dispatches in the office of 
publication and also for the use of lan­ 
guage or expressions conveying hidden 
meaning which would tend to deceive 
or mislead the censor.

o f agricu ltu re. Farmers’ Bu lletin C97 , 
it is said that in ten siv e du ck farmin g 
o n a large scale has been mo re su c­ 
cessfu l than in ten siv e chicken raisin g. 
The Pekin du cks, which are kep t ex ­ 
ten siv ely by co mmercial gro wers, ate 
less su bject to disease than chicken s, 
an d artificial metho ds o f hatchin g an d 
rearin g hav e been u sed v ery su ccess­ 
fu lly with them. 
On gen eral farms

E l Paso. March 20.— Francisco V il­ 
la has been driven into a trap by the 
rapid advance of the American troops, 
according to the information received 
hero in wireless dispatches from the 
front and in telegraphic dispatches to 
General Gabriel Gavira, the Carranza 
commander at Juarez. 


E l Paso, Tex., March 20.— Genera’ 
Pershing, commanding the American 
expedition into Mexico, has divided 
his forces in the hope of catching 
V illa between them, according to in­ 
formation reaching here. 


Pershing is said to have left Casas 
Grandes for the south, heading for 
Pearson, which he is reported to have 
reached. 
Tie is supposed to he ramp­ 
ing in the mountains south of Pear­ 
son. 


The 
column 
under 
command 
of 
Colonel G 
A. Dodd, which reached 
Casas 
Grandes 
ahead 
of 
General 
Pershing, was sent southeasjt through 
Chocolate pass, it is reported, and is 
following the trail 
which the Car- 
rancists declare Villa took in his re­ 
treat south 


General Pershing’s reported plan is 
to march his own force south parallel 
with the Mexico Northwestern rail­ 
road, hoping to meet or overtake the 
bandit leader, who has passed through 
the continental divide over the Ba- 
baeora. from Las Cruces, where he 
was reported 


The best information obtainable is 
that V illa is in the vicinity of the Ba- 
bacora ranch, having passed through 
the mountains forming the continent­ 
al divide without molestation by the 
Carranza troops. 


There is much speculation as to 
the plans of Villa. 
The Carrancistas 
profess to believe that he will break 
up his force into small hands and 
scatter through the mountains, but 
there is belief in some quarters that 
be is either heading south in an ef­ 
fort to form a junction with Zapata, 
or will turn west in an effort to reach 
the Mexican Pacific coast and get as 
far as possible from the American 
border. 


It is understood that the American 
forces are convinced that the Carran­ 
cistas are making very little effort to 
capture Villa, many of the Carranza 
troops being former Villistas still in 
sympathy with Villa and many of the 
others being afraid 
to meet in 
a 
battle. 
The news from th>^ Pershing col­ 
umn states that some of the horses

who, as officer of the day, repelled the 
invaders. 
Mrs. Castleman’s account of V illa’s 
slaying the sentries is the first expla­ 
nation offered from any source as to 
how the invaders got into Columbus 
without 
arousing either soldiers or 
citizens. 
She saw Pancho Villa and Pablo Lo ­ 
pez, his chief lieutenant, standing in 
front of her house, slie said. 
Until 
Lopez fell she had her pistol ready to 
tire if either tried to enter her house. 


Sinking of Tubaniia Arouses 


Dutch Newspapers. 


The Hague (via London), March 20. 
— The press of the Netherlands, in 
discussing the sinking of the liner 
Tubantia, refers to the possibilities of 
war between Germ any and Holland. 
The Amsterdam Handelsbald, after 
discussing uselessness of such a con­ 
flict and considering the many ties be­ 
tween the two countries, adds:

The telegram stated that Carranza 
scouts coming into the Mexican town 
of Gjinaga, opposite Presidio, have re­ 
ported a force of 135 Villistas, eighty 
miles south, who were burning ranch­ 
es and committing all kinds of depre­ 
dations. 
Leaders of the hand, so the 
scouts report, are boasting of their 
intention to ‘‘wipe out the Gringoes” 
at Presidio. 
The hand is believed to 
he operatting independently of the

Villista 
force. 
General 
Scott

A ll Houses Surrounded. 


Fin ally Villa mounted his horse and 
by circling among the houses escaped. 
The house of every officer was sur­ 
rounded, as also were the homes of 
leading citizens, she said.

Evidently m y husband’s sud 
den appearance frightened the Mexi­ 
can, for, although he was at very close 
runge. he fired his rifle, and the bullet 
passed over Mr. Castleman’s shoulder 
Mr. Castleman killed the Mexican.

Lieutenant Fought Barefoot. 


“ Lieutenant J. P. Lucas, in command 
of the machine guns, fought barefoot j 
The battle was In the dark, and only j 
two men could get to Mr. Lucas. 
One 
of these, a sergeant, was killed. 
Mr. 
Lucas had only himself and another 
man. and in the dark he must have put 
a charge in wrong, for the gun jam 
med. 
The second machine gun work­ 
ed properly. 
“ Mr. Castleman, who was in 
the 
Philippines and participated in many 
battles, said he had been in many 
tight places, but that this was the 
worst of all. 
The Mexicans outunum- 
bered us six to one at least, and 1 
don’t see how we won, except that the 
Mexicans are cowards and because of 
their had aim. The Mexicans all shoot 
high. 
A ll of the marks on my house— 
and it is full of bullets and bullet holes 
—are high. 
Our men all hit below the 
belt, as we could see from the dead 
Mexicans in the street. 


“ The battle raged right in front of 
our gate. 
Six Mexicans were killed 
there. 
I 
think 
Mr. 
Castleman got 
twelve or more. 
‘‘Only sixty-five men, by actual count, 
followed the bandits into Mexico. There 
were r><><» or more Villistas. 
1 went out 
into 
the 
streets 
shortly 
after 
7:30 
o’clock. 
Thc^jiomble things Mexicans 
had done and the more horrible things 
they had tried t<> do had changed me. 
1 saw Mexicans dead and Mexicans 
suffering and was unaffected. 
“ Mrs. Slocum, the colonel’s wife, who 1 
is one of the gentlest, sweetest women I 


raid for a number of miles while we 
were going through that country.” 
Mr. Childs said that they could dis­ 
tinctly hear the crashing of the ma­ 
chine gun. and then it suddenly’ stop­ 
ped, and he later learned that it had 
jammed.

But the Mexicans were evidently 
only too anxious to get away, and final­ 
ly we saw them disappear with our 
boys in close pursuit. 
“ When we finally pulled into Colum­ 
ns I saw at least fifty bodies lying 
about and went at once and saw Colo­ 


nel Slocum. 
H e said that his force 
numbered about 3ÓO men, while those 
of the bandits were at least 2,000. 
“ As soon as the firing began the 
bandits rode through the town and 
shot to kill whenever they saw any 
one appear at a window or door. 
A 
general attack seemed directed at the 
home of United States Customs Col­ 
lector Riggs. 
H e had his house bar­ 
ricaded, however, but there were thou 
sands of shots all over the building. 
“ Mrs. Riggs had her baby In her 
arms. 
A nursing l)ottle was shot from 
its mouth, but the child was uninjur­ 
ed. 
Mr. Riggs put the baby and its 
mother on our train and joined the 
troopers in their pursuit of the bandits. 
“ The i>eople of the town were cer­ 
tainly brave in their predicament, and 
not one of them showed the slightest 
terror. 
W hen we left every man and I 
boy in the town large enough to hold ; 
a gun was forming a company to re­ 
pel any other attack that might be 
made.” 
Woman Held Nine Days. 
Mrs. Maud H aw k W right, an Am eri­ 
can woman who said she was held cap- 
tive by General Villa for nine days and 
was liberated in the midst of recent 
fighting, declared that Villa announc- j 
ed on March 1 his intention to attack 
Columbus and proceeded north under' 
forced marches to carry out his pur­ 
pose. 
IIis men, with scant supplies 
of water and meat, suffered severely, I 
she said, and many dropped from th e ir; 
horses on the march to Boca Grande. 
Villa, she declared, ruled them by 
fear, and his officers with the flats of j 
their swords beat the soldiers into 
animation sufficient to reach that point, 
where they rested.
